About this time, her 
Maid obſerving ſigns of trou- 
ble in her Countenance, des» 
fired to know what the could 
have in this World to trouble 
her: She. anſwered, I am 72 


fenner, and have been ſo many 
wears, . but have asked God 
forgruencſs a2 thouſund times ;; 


and prayed him not to lay 
mv [2s tomy charge: forT 
cannot now help any thing 1 
6&wedoge; The Maid replied, 
That 'God . hath becn- merci- 
ful tothe greateſt finners ; 
and- that her Life had been 


1o innocent, that'ſhe need not 


doubt 
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doubt to be happy in this 
World and in the World to 
come. To which ſhe returned 
theſe words : If I had fe tho 
ſand trnes as much as I am 
like to "1:oy . T1 ſhould never 
be happy in this World. Which 
Expreijion, though it may 
ſeem here to have been ſag- 
geſted by inward trouble, yer 
was the conſtant ſenſe of her 
mind afterwards, even inthe 
oreateſt fercnity and cheerful- 

neſs of her Spirit ; as will a 
=_ more hereafter. Art laſt 
e acquainted her Father with 
the diſquiets of her mind, who, 
with ſuittble inſtructions ( by 
Gods Bleſſing ) gave her a full 
ſatisfaction : ſo that afterwards 
the ſerved God. wizi great: 
cheerfulneſs, often talking de- 
lightfyully 'of God , Holy Scri- 
pture , and the jovs of Hea- 
| ven, 
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ven, Wt:ſhing her lelf there. 

Before | proceed to other 
paſſages of her | ife, it may be 
convenient to ſtay the Reader 
hear a little, and defjre him 
ſeriouſly to refle& upon her 
fore-mentioned Troubles. The 
occaſion of them was only an 
excuſe now and then, about 
a matter of no great Conſe- 
quence , and at the worlt was 
but an officious Lie ; which 
ſonſe wi!l not acknowledge to 
be a fin. But this is indeed 
their Error ; for the ſinfulneſs 
of a falſe aſſertion, 1s not to 
be eſtimated from the inten- 
tion of the Perſon | tho this 
may aggravate it much) but 
the oppoſition it beareth to 


' that truth, we are bound in- 
violably to preſerve : For the 


Scripture forbiddeth us ro Lze 
agaraſt ihe Truth , as well as 


againſs | 
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againſt our Neighbour. Every 
Lie therefore , though in the 
moſt extenuaring circumſtan- 
ces, is a fin, in it ſelf damna- 
ble; and therefore it is no 
wonder, if a perſon of a tender 
Conſcience, ſuch as was this 
gracious young Gentlewoman, 
endured ſo much trouble of 


mind for it. And this hath 


been obſerved immediately to 
follow the commiſſion. For 
once, preſently after the mak- 
ing ſuch an Excuſe, ſhe was 
ſeen to come trembling into 
the next room ; and after ſhe 
had reproved the perſon that 
encouraged her to do it, fell 
down upon her Knees and 
asked God forgiveneſs. 

Here we ſee at once both 
the goodneſs and ſeverity of 
God. He will not ſpare fin in 
the beſt of his People; but 
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denial. ſo'call it, for it ſeemed even 


yet in mercy heatflifteth them 


here, thar he may ſpare and 
ſave them at the dayot Judge- 
ment. 

Having before given an ac- 
count of ſome remarkable pal- 
ſagesof this Gentlewomans lite, 
in the order of time that they 
happened, it will be convent 
ent now to inform the Reader 
how ſhe did ordinarily walk 
with God from her firſt Con- 
verſion to her laſt Sickneſs, 
excepting only what hath been 
already ſaid of the beginnings 
of her Piety , Meekneſs, Cha- 
rity, Sc. which, by Gods 
aſſiſtance, ſhall be done in the 


tollowing particulars of Selt- 


denial, Reading, Meditation , 
Prayer, Sanctitying the Lords 
Day and Charity. 

1. Her Self-deniat (it I may 


natural 
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natural to her to comply with 
the ſtrict Precepts of the Gol- 
pel to this purpoſe) was emi- 
nently great. But ſome of 
the higheſt inſtances ot this 
[ .muſt forbear to mcation , 
becauſe attended with ſuch 
circumſtances as may not con- 
veniently be made publick. 
She valued the World and qll 
its Glories, as little as moſt 
People do their Souls; who be- 
ſtow but few (and it may be 
no ſerious ) 'thoughts upon 
them throughout the year, or 
the whole term of their lives. 
Her Mind was ſo converſant 
with Heaven and the Glories 
of it, that (as if being already 


in Ccaleſtial 'Manſions \ - ſhe 


looked upon theſe Earthly Va- 
nities at a great diſtance, much 
below and unworthy of her 
eſteem,and too little to ſatisfie 
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in any meaſure , the enlarged 
deſires of her Soul. An] the 
conſideration of their mean» 
neſs made her long after a uet- 
terinheritance ; and this ſome» 
times would force a ſig from 
her, Which was once obſerved 
by ſome that preſently asked 
her why ſhe ſighed, ſeeing ſhe 
wanted nothing in the World? 
Td whom ſhe returned theſe 
words, 1 want nothing in thu 
Il or ld, T do not ſigh for that, 
but how mich better ut Hea. 
ven than all thu ! Then ſtart- 
ing up from her ſeat, and 

reading her hands (an action 
that ſhewed her earneſtneſs ) 
ſaid, O there are ſuch joys in 
Heaven as cannot be imagi- 
ned / 

Her Mother hath ſometimes 
expreſſed the hopes ſhe had of 
ſecing her married and bear 
Children. 
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Children. To whom ſhe re- 
plied , That ſhe did not think 
of marrying ; and to others 
hath ſaid upon the like occa- 
fion, I am married to Feſgs 
Chriſt, and deſire no other 


Husband. This is indeed the 


glorious priviledge of all Be- 
levers, which, by St. PaurPs 


Miniſtry the Corinthians were 


brought to, as he affirmeth in 
thefe words, I have eſpouſed 


you to one Husband, ihat I 


miy preſent you as a chaſte 
Virgin to Chriſt. She had alſo 
a great indifferency to all thoſe 
Gayeties, which young Ladies 
uſually admire. For tho ſhe 
ſubmitted to wear Cloths ſui- 
table to her Age and Quality, 
yet had too much conſidera- 
tion to be taken with them. 
For they that are puffed up 
with theſe things , arc indeed 
C 3 proud 
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proud of that which ſhould be 


matter of their humiliation, 
For the clothing of our Bodies 
ſhould put us in mind of our 
ſhame and nakedneſs, which 
{19 brought upon us. | 
And as ſhe wore decent Or- 
naments, with a ſober and 
unprejudiced mind , fo ſhe did 
abhor thoſe indecencies ' of 
Patching, Painting, ©c. and 
would oft ſpeak againſt them. 
And when her Pafents beſtow- 
cd any Rarities upon her, flie 
reccived them with very thank- 
tul acknowledgments, as To 
kens of their Favour and Kind: 
neſs, which ſhe highly valued, 
but would afterwards take lit 
tle notice of the things them: 
ſeives. And when ſhe had oc- 
caſion to ſhew her Cloſet, and 
the fine things ſhe had there, 
to gratific the curioſity of her 
| V ifitants, 
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Viſieants , - would ſay, And 
| much 1 care for them. 

She was once before the 
age of Twelve years, taken 
\ 8 by ſome friends to ſee a Play, 

who afterwards expected that 
.& ſhe would pleaſe her ſelf by 
|| diſcourſing ſome paſſages of it; 
but forbearing this : was asked 
How ſhe liked it? She anſwered 
in theſe words, TI ike zt ſo, 
that 1 never deſire to ſee ano- 
ther.:- Not that ſhe wanted 
ether Wit or Memory to' ob» 
ſerve or retain what might 
ſeen moſt worthy (for ſhe was 
extraordinary in both) but be- 
cauſe her mind being uſed to 
more'ſolid and- true delights, 
could take no pleaſure in ſuch 
meah and inſipid Fntertain« 
ments. Theretore ſhe was as 
g00d as her word, and proved 
tos Wile to ſpend any more 
YT C 4 time 
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tinge upon them. Andno won- 
der, for her Soul was ſo much 
taken up with Heaven and 
heavenly things , that ſome 
times ſhe would be very hard- 
ly perſwaded to the moſt in- 
nocent and uſetul Recreations; 
and ( as if they were rathera 
burthen than a refreſhment to 
her) would ſhorten them, as 
muck as might be , to return 
to the more grateful Exerciſes 
of Picty and Devotion, O that 
there was the like Spirit 1n all 
the Gentry of this Age! _ 
2. As her Self-deniat was 
great, ſo was alſo her Dili 
gence and Conſtancy in reading 
good Books. She ſet her felt 
a daily task in the Holy Scrt 
pture ; and when ſhe hath 
been prevented in any part of 
it, either by company or ſome 
other occaſion, would be much 
grieved, 
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grieved , and lament her loſs 
to a friend in the Houſe with 
her. She uſually read with 
much obſervation, and would 
ask of others what ſhe did not 
well underſtand. But after 
ſome years, ſhe profited fo 
much , that ſhe was able to 
inſtrukt moſt that converſed 
with her. Reading once in the 
Pſalms, ſhe was affected with 
the Troubles of David, and 
thence took occaſion to dif- 
courſe with her Maid about 
Chriſtians Troubles in general, 
and particularly her own. The 
Servant anſwered, Thatſhe had 
but little Trouble. She replied, 
They that have the keaft bave 
a great deal ; and if we do but 
conſider what Joys there are 
in Heaven, tis enough to make 
us impatient to live. 


She oft read 2 Tims. chap. 4- 
and 


_ th. 4 
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and told a near Relation, that 


ſhe would have the ſeventh 
and eighth verſes of that Chap- 
ter to. be the Subject of her 
Funeral Sermon ; which was 
accordingly performed. The 
words arc theſe, I have fought 


a good Fight, T have fimijhed 


my Courſe, 1 have kept the 
Faith - Henatceforto there ts 


taid tp for ane a Crown of 


Righteouſneſs, which the Lord 
the Righteous Fudge ſhall give 
me at that dry ; and not to me 
only, but utto all them alſo 
that love his appearing. Which 
woras were truly fulfilled in 
her, as will appear to any 
who duly. conſidereth the v1- 
Cory of her Faith, and the 
courle of her Life. s | 

And as ſhe read much her 
ſelf, ſo ſhe delighted alſo in 
hearing others ; and. would 
| appoint 
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appoint her Maid to read ſome 
ſele Chapters, which ſhe 
choſe for her; and was ſo intent 
upon this, that being invited 
to recreate her felt, woula 
be unwilling , ſaying, That 
the other wonld do ter more 
good, She took 1uch pleaſure 
in reading and hearing the 
Word of God, as if (with Da- 
vid) it was dearer to her than 
thouſands of Gold and Si ver ; 
ſweeter alſo than Honey and 

the Honey Comb. | 
Beſide the Holy Scripture, 
and ſeveral other choice Books, 
which were her daily enter- 
tainment, it appeareth (by 
her own marks in the Mar- 
gent) that ſhe read the greateſt 
part of Dr. $:4bs's Sermons , 
on 2 Cor, ch. 1. and hath very 
judicigyly noted all along 
matters of greateſt conſe- 
quence z 


aw. 
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quence, and particuiarly of 
nearz{t concern to her ſelf. 
To evidence this, and. conſe- 
quently with what notice and 
inrention ſhe read good Books, 
I ſhall particularly recite two 
or three of them, In one place 
the Dr. ſpeaking of Delive- 
rances, uſeth theſe words , 
There « an open Deliverance 
viſible to the World, and a 
ſecret inward intiſthie Delie 
verance ( that is from trouble 
of Mind , from Jin and De. 
ſpazr.) To which ſhe ſubſcrib. 
ed her conſent by the firſt Let- 
ter of h-r Name in the: Mar- 
gin , which I ſo interpret, be. 
cauſe ſhe had experienced both 
theſe Deliverances in a won- 
derful manner, eſpecially the 
later, both in-the cauſe and 
effe@ too : Firſt from the guilt 
of Sin, . and then from thoſe 

great 
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ems Troubles, and a/moſt 
eſpair, it cauſed in her Soul. 
Again , The Dr. ſpeaking of 
a Truth included in wer. 7. 
that, The Church were paxr- 
takers of Chriſts Sufferings , 
and ſhould be partakers of hes 
Conſolation. This from her 
own experience ſhe alſo con- 
firmed by the ſame mark in 
the Margin : and I believe 
there are few greater inſtances 
of this in the' World; for her 
Trouble was not more intenſe 
for a time , than her Joy and 
Comfort from Chriſt and in 
him ſeemed to be all her Life 
after. And, ſpeaking of the 
Covenant of Grace, He that 
believeth and repenteth ſhall 
be ſaved, addeth, Not he that 
bath a ſtrong Faith, or he that 
hath a perfeft Repentance, &c.

firſt Letters of her Name, 
very large, as a matter that. 
nearly concern'd her ſelf, As 
if by them were ſignifed , 
I do truly, tho'not pertectly, 
believe and repent, and thence 
have ailurance of my Salvatt- 
on.

Dea; hand fuch like; the truth 
of 
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of which was fully exprelled 
in her Converſation, and 
theretore it was not at ran- 
dom, but with an intimate 
ſenſe and experience of thoſe 
things that ſhe thus nored 
them ; her own Heart direct- 


ing, or rather forcing her 
hand to it. 


So caretul and induſtrious 
was this pious Gentlewoman, 
to inſtru her Soul in ſaving 
Knowledge, and ailure her 
ſelf thar it was ſo inſtructed: 

She was as firmly refolved; 
alſo againſt vain Diſcourſes , 
as Romances, and other idle 
Books; and would wonder 
that others could ſpend time 
about them. 

. To herReading we have 
rendon to believe the addei 
daily Meditation alio, beeauſe 
ſhe delighted to be tinch 4-

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lone ; and hath been ſeen 
walking with Hands and Eyes 


lifted up to Heaven, and iuch 


an A@ion as deelared Tran- 
ſports of Joy and Comfort. 
And when ſhe walked abroad 
with others, would diſcourſe 
much of the Works as well as 
the Wordof God ; as it they 
were her daily Meditation. 
And amongſt other things, it 


 appeareth Death was much 


m her Mind; for ordinarily 
when ſhe went to Bed, ihe 
would be hinting ſomerhing 
to her Maids abour it, and ſay 
often, Hcew ovgh: 7we to 1hink 
of our De .1b, when this Night 
may be ihe lift? And ſome- 
times raking, jeave of them at 
Night , would tay, Fel, now 
T1 am going tc Deaihs Kin 
man. Anv nodoubt, being 
fore-armed by a daily contide- 

ratioR 
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ration of Death ; it was the 
more eaſie and welcome to 
her when it came. 

4. Her Devotion was extra- 
ordinary , keeping conſtant to 
ſet Prayers three times a day 
at the Jeaſt ; and rarely an 
hour paſſed , but turning her 
felf from her company , ſhe 
would ſteal a look towards 
Heaven, and uſe ſecret Eja- 
culations, Which they per- 
ceived by the manner oft her 
Action , though "they could 
hear nothing. And very often, 
even in the mid'ſt of Recreati- 
ons, would ſend away her Maids 
and retire to ſecret Prayer. In 
this ſhe took fo great delight , 
that it made her ſometimes 
forget her ſelf, and hazard her 
Health; when ſhe hath con- 
tinued in her Cloſet two hours 
together, in the ſharpeſt Win- 

D ter 
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trom thliat carneſtneſs of her 


por Weather, and would not 

e pre\ vailed with ro come 
nh, tho carncitly entreated, 
And indeed, if we conlider 
with whac Zeal and Fervency 
ſhe pertormcd this Any 0 
is no wonder 1t ſhe took little 
notice of the coldnels ot the 
ſeaſon. For thus hath tome 
times been diſcovered at Ea: 
mily Prayer, when her Tears 
have pour:d out abundantly 


Spirit, wherewith the wreſtled 
with God, and (no doubt) did 


mightily prevail with him. 


What then may we 1magine 
was the fervour ot her Soul i In 
Secret Prayer, when ſhe could 
be more free, having no re- 
ſtraint of Modeſty upon her! 
That this was very great, 
hirh appeared alſo, when 
jometime ſyrprized in the Du- 


ty, 
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ty, by that plency of Tears 


the offered with it ; and at o- 
ther times by the redneſs of 
her Eyes afterwards. And ſo 
conſtant was ſhe ar ths Holy 
Exerciſe , that nothing could 
divert her from it. For when 
ſhe was at Londm, about a 
year before her D- ath, where 
the was taken up w ith many 
Avocations,and had morc than 
ordinary occaſions of going 
abroad, yet always periormed 
this Duty to God bctore the 
went out: Nay, when ſhe 
was invited by an honourable 
Lady, to go into the Queens 
Preſence, and drelled with the 
greateſt advantage tor that 
purpoſe, ſhe wou!d not upon 
this occaſion abate any thing 
of her uſual Duty , but im- 
mediately retired to her Se- 
cret Devotion. The Lady be- 
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ing come, and ſtaying tor her, 
her Mother (not knowing the 
cauſe of her delay ) went ha- 
ſtily into the Chamber, where 
ſhe ſaw her with Hands hfred 
up to Weaven, and Face be- 
dewed with Tears , uttering 
theſe words , Good Lord, for 
Jeſus Chriſts ſuke, ſuffer not 
Satan to pret ail over me. 

As ſhe grew near her end 
(tho in as good Health, to ap- 
pearance, as before) ſhe uſed 
ſet Prayers (as was thought ) 
at leaſt ten times in a day, be- 
ſides ſhort occaſional Petitions. 
By theſe ſhe conſecrated all 
places ſhe came into, and 
made every Room in the Houſe 
an Oratory. Thus did ſhe at 
all times and every place (1 
doubt not to ſay in the Apo» 
' ſtles Language (Lift up Holy 
Tiinds to God. It mult needs 

be 
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be a true Zea! and {mportu- 
nity that raiſed her Soul to an 
intimate Communion with 
God , which cauſed her to de- 
light ſo much in 'Secret Devo- 
tion- 

And altho fhe ſpent ſo mucl1 
time, and took ſuch great 
pleaſure in this Holy Solitari- 
neſs (nay, even in the deepcit 
troubles &f her Mind ) ſhe 
would bg .very cheerful and 


affable in company ; like him _ 


that faſteth after our Saviours 
Rule, who humbleth himſelt 
before God in ſecret, and yet 
appeareth before Men with his 
Head annointed and hu Face 
waſhed, But after her fore- 
mentioned Troubles, ſhe had 
ordinarily ſuch a ſingular cheer- 
fulneſs of Spirit, as if her Soul 
had been continually filled 
with Joy and Comfort. And 
D 3 there 
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there wasgreat reaſon it ſhould 
be ſo: for they that mourn 
and humble themſelves moſt 
betore God in ſecret, may 
well be moſt cheerful at o- 
ther timcs. 

ihus did the maintain a e- 
cret Trafhck with Heaven , 
which the World was not a- 
warcof , ſending up thither 
Prayers, Sighs and Tears, 
and receiving thence Comfort 
and Bleſſing, and Peace unto 
her Soul : And did alſo mani-

to ſet themſelves againſt thar 
they were moſt inclined to ; 
adviſing them to ſet ſome time 
apart to prepare themſcives ſc- 
riouſly for the Sacrament. 
And when one told her ſhe 
could not be allowed fo much 
time from her work , ſhe re- 
plied in theſe words, Cannot

In 
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In many other reſpects alſo, 
ſhe took occaſion to give good 
Counſel, where ſhethought it 
might be uſeful ; and her cha- 
rity in this, was bleſſed with 
good ſucceſs. :For one of the 


Servants acknowledged ſhe. 


got more good to her Soul 
om this Gentlewoman in one 
year, than ſhe had done ellſe- 
where in all her Life before. 
And there is reaſon to hope 
that her good Example and 
Advice had bleſſed effefts upon 
others alſo. 

And indeed her Charity in 
giving Advice, was not greater 
than her Prudence and Humi- 
lity in receiving it her ſelf ;

Which from a 
Perſon of ſuch a ſweet, gentle, 
and obliging Temper, did ma- 
nifeſt a great Zeal for Gods 
Honour , and a true ſenſe of 
that danger the guilty Perſon 
was in, without which ſuch a 
 diſagreeable paſſion could not 
be raiſed in her. 

3. Her Compaſſion to Per- 
ſons, in diſcouragement and 
trouble of Mind, did ſometimes 
force her (tho a perſon of ſin- 
gular Modeſty ) to offer Argue» 
ments of Comfort to them.

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her Mother not to ask the 
Servants about it,. leaſt for 
fear of her Anger, any ſhould 
tell a Lie to conceal the mat- 
ter. And when a Boy in the 
Houſe was taken in a Fault, 
ſhe deſired her Mother to: cor- 
re& him , who anſwered, No, 
I have forgiven him ſo many 
Faults that 11 turn him away. 
She replied, ND Mother, pray 
let him be correfted, and tell 
him the ſin, and ſet before him 
the Terrors of Conſcience and 
the Torments of Hell, and ] war- 
rant you itwill do him good. 
O how few are there of this 
bleſſed Temper, as ſenſible of 
the danger of their ' Friends 
Souls, as of their Lives, in 
ſome prevailing Diſeaſe , or 
their Eſtates, when aſlaulted 


by the. Oppreſſor ! And yet.

2. As this worthy Perſon 
bore a tender Afﬀection to the 
Souls of others ,- ſo was ſhe 
compaſſonate to their Bodies 
alſo, when they wanted her 
relief. Whenſoever any poor 
People came to the Houſe, ſhe 
would be ſurg.to intercede 
for them to heF Parents, and 
alſo add ſomething of her own, 
bat very ltecretly , ſo that it 
was hard to know it. And 
when a queſtion was asked a-, 
ny time about this, ſhe ſhewed 
a great unwillingneſs to con- 
teis it , and fo in her practice 
tranſcribed that precept of our 
Saviour, Let not ihy left hand 
know what "thy right hand 
doth. And when the met with 
a miſerable. Objet, would 

wot COME 
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come in with 1ears of Com- 
paſſion in her Eyes to deſire 
relief for him. And ſome time 
when -a perſon of better 
quality, whom ſhe ſuſpeRed 
to be reduced by Providence 
to ## needy eſtate hath given 
her a viſit, ſhe would by moſt 
obliging Expreſhons, draw 
from ſuch an account of their 
condition , and treely ofter her 
Aſliſtance to their Relict, it 
they wanted it. 

Nor was ſhe contented to 
ſupply thoſe that came, but 


like Abraham and Lot, would 6 


go forth to ſeek for fir Ob- 
jets of Charity. She hath 
. been obſerved to go, as pri- 
vately as ſhe could, to fome 
poor Peoples Houſes, not far 
from her Fathers, and come 
running back, leaſt ſhe ſhould 
be ſeen. And (to ſhew how

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God regardeth the Complaints 
of the Poor, and alſo direQ- 
eth his People in the exerciſe 
of their Charity ) It 1s re- 
markable, that whilſt 4 poor 
Woman was taking care at 
the beginning of the Week , 


- how ſhe ſhould maintain Her 


Family that Week, and mak- 
ing her Complaint-to God (as 
ſhe confeſled afterwards) this 
Gentlewoman came behind 
her, as ſhe was har1 at work, 
and putting a piece of Money 
into her hand went away. 
Which ſo affeted the Heart of 
this poor Woman , that ſhe 
thought it came as by an An» 
el from Heaven. 

She was ſo frequent in theſe 
Viſits, that ſhe had well ac- 
quainted her ſelf with the 
condition of the poor People 
in that Pariſh where ſhe lived ; 
and 
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and would ſometimes come to 
her Parents and inform them, 
particularly of their Needs , 
telling them who wanted Vi- 
Quals, Cloths, or Wood to 
burn ; and importune them 
for a Supply till it was granted. 
Andonce ſhe told them in theſe, 
or the like words, If you will 
but give what Wood I will car- 
ry, they ſhall not want. She 
would alſo particularly reckon 
to them the Poors Charge , 
what they were allowed, and 
how much they could Earn ; 
and put it to her Parents how 
they coald live upon lo little : 
and this ſo judiciouſly, . that 
they ſeidom or never had rea- 
ſon to oppole it. 

When ſhe could not go a- 
broad her ſelf, ſhe hath ſe- 
veral times ſent Money by her 

Maid to thePoor, an —_ 
"hk cr 
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ner never to ſay any thing of 
It. She did alſo exhort her 
Maid, that when any poor Peo- 
ple, came ſhe would go to her 
Maſter and Lady , and repre- 
ſent their condition , and not 
ſnap them up, as ſome do, 
becauſe they will not take the 
pains to go : And ſo ſhe ſhould 
have the prayers of the poor. 
This ſhe bid herobſerve where- . 
ever ſhe ſhould be. And charg- 
ed her when ſhe came to ſerif; 
in the World, to be good to 
the poor , and ſhe would have 
never the leſs at the years 
end: God would repay her 
double. 

So full of mercy and good 
works, was this excellent 
young Lady, praiſing the 
tame daily her ſelf, and ex- 
horting others to- do the like. 
And therefore might truly be ' 
Eh. - called 
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called a * Lady,in the moſt pro- 
per and original ſenſe, which 
denoteth Charity. And it 
would be well if perſons of 
great Rank, who therefore 
have honourable Appellations, 
would conſider the meaning 
of them , ard that they were 
firſt given to denote that Great- 
neſs, Generoſity, and excellent 
S Diſpoſition of Mind, they 

ſhould have above others , 
which if they come ſhort ot, 
the meaneſ of their Servants, 
if he be Vertuous , delerveth 
thoſe names of reſpect more 
than themſelves. 

. The Charity. of this 
young Lady did extend alſoto 
the good Name of her Neigh- 
bour. She would..be much 
offended to hear . any thing 
that might be injurious to a- 
'nothers Credit; and reprove 
Fn 1 and 
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and ſilence the Jeaſt whiſpers 
vf Detraction. When as 1t is 
grown into ſuch a Cuſtom a- 
mongſt many, to defame 
rheir Neighbours, that hey 
uſually entertain. their Viſt- 
tants with little other than 
ſuch helliſh Diſcourſes ; and 
are as profuſe of anothers Re- 
putation , as ſome of them of 


_ their own Honour. In this 


wicked practice they much 
. pleaſe themſelves. But yet the 
Wiſdom of God telleth us that 
the Slanderer is a Fool. And 
ſo Scorners and Fools are put 
together in his Oracles, and 
- ſhall both feel the effects of his 
Vengeance. For, Judgments 
are prepared for Scorners, and 
Stripes for the Back of Fools. 
I have now performed my 
promiſe to the Reader, in 
theſe ſix particulars of Self- 
C1 | denial, 


" _— 


denial , Keading, Meditation, 
Prayer, Sanditying the Lords 
Day and Charity. And in them 
I have had occaſion to dif- 
cover alſo many other gracious 
qualifications. So that there 
is no need of ſpeaking more 
particular'y upon them ; but 
only to add in ſhort, thather 
Judgment and D.iſcretion was 
ſo great , that even the Aged 
were cautious what they ſaid 
before her. Her Modeſty, 
one would think, was beyond 


a paralle]. Her Humility and "_ 


Meekneſs did repreſent a great 
Conformity to the Life of 
Chrift, of whom they muſt wee. 15. 
be learned. In a word, All * 
Chriſtian Graces were ſo emi- 
nent in this young Saint, that 
we need .not doubt ſhe was 
. 23 true Member of that Body 

' (the Church of Chriſt ) which 
es, bath 
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cat. 4.5. hath ihe Chairs (of Graces ) -4- 
| bont her Neck. 
A little before her laſt Sick- 
neſs, ſhe did expoſtulate with 
her Mother, why ſhe was in fo 
mach care about her. Am not 
{ (faith ſhe) wm 1he hands of 
God? (aut he preſerve me ? 
# it be by pleaſure, T jhall 
bue : If not, your care can't 
eſerve me. And what if he 
ould take me? you will not 
be long after me. If you hve 
Twenty or T hirty years after 
me, whut's that to Fterg;iy? 

By this one would think ſhe 
had ſome fore-ſight of ap- 
proaching Death, which doth 
alfo further appear in that ſhe 
hath been heard to wiſh her 
Mother had another Child ; 
and that her Parents had leſs 
Afﬀe@ion for her. And when 
there was Diſcourſe ( a little 


before ,J.. 
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before her Sickneſs) about go- 
ing to the Dew2ſes, ſhe taid to 
one in the houſe, I} I go to tte 
Deviſes I /ball r:1uru no move, 

A while after, when ſhe 
was within ſome Moneths of 
Fourteen Years Old, that Sick- 
neſs ſeized her, which was 
her lag, and within a few days 
reſigned her up io her God 
and Happinets. bcing (at the 
beginning of it ) taken with 
great pair, ſhe otren called 
upon God, and ſaid, He s 
very merciful to me ; for what 
T feel is nothing io the ſuffer- 
ings of Chriſt for me. Aﬀter 
ſome eaſe, ſhe ſaid, God s 
Very gracious in gIUgng us 
pain , otherwiſe we ſhould nas 
know how to be thankful for 
eaſe. She ſpent the time of 
her Sickneſs very much '1n 
prayer ; and when ſhe did not 


ſpeak 
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trouble 


ſpeak out, ſhewed great ſigns 
of inward devotion. 

About two or three hours 
before her Death , her Mother 
asked her in theſe words, My 
Dear , Are you ſo 1! that you 
think you ſhal! die ? Be not 
ſhy to tell me , for it will nor 
be hard for me to part with 
you to God, if it be his plea- 
ſure. To which ſhe replied 
ſmiling , T hope God will par- 
don my ſins. Her Mother ex- 
peQing a further anſwer, re- 
peated the queſtion again, to 
which ſhe returned only the 
fame words. Implying that 
the gn of Death did not 

er, ſecing ſhe had 
well grounded hopes of that 
mercy , Which quite altereth 
the nature of Death, pulleth 
out its ſting, and maketh it a 
great Bleſſing to Gods Chil- 
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Afterwards ſhe asked the: 

Dodtor , Do you think I ſhall 

die ? He anſwered, Madam, 

No Body can tell that, She 

replied, Pray Dottor deal 

plainly with me , I would not 

be deluded. He anſwered ,

And as ſhe had been always 
a good friend to the poor, ſo 
the remembred them upon 
her Death-bed with a large 
Legacy, ordering Forty pounds

Then ſpake in this manner to 
her Father and Mother, Pray 
don't be troiibled when T am 


gone.

Then on her 
Mother, Do you think you ſhall 
be long after me Mother? Her

much the goodneſs of-:God 
doth aggravate the, guilt of 
Impenitency , eſpecially after 
very many and earneſt Calls; 
and how much the difficulty of 
Converſion increaſeth by long 
delays ; there 1s very great 
probability that who-1o. wik 
fully 'deferreth it , may either 
find himſelf more averſe to it, 
even to the laſt; or elſe at- 
tempting it, at length may be 
rejetted, and find no plate of 
Repertance, tho he ſeek it care- 
fully with Tears. But ſuppoſe 
tus day of Grace be as long 
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as that of his Life, who 
knoweth but the end of this is 
at hand ? And if he repenteth 
not now, the next day or 
hour may tranſlate him to E- 
ternal Miſery. Or could a Man 
be aſſured of much time here 
and acceptance with God at 
laſt; yet to continue in fin, 
to the dailydiſhonour and pro- 
vocation of the Great God , 
from whom he expecteth Sal- 
vation , would be1o impudent 
and fo baſe ingratitude as no 
name can expreſs. Therefore 
[ beſeech the Reader for Gods 
ſake, and his own, not to caſt 
his Salvation upon ſo great 
hazards as to defer his endea- 
yours after it till too morrow. 
This I might alſo preſs from 
conſideration of - this Young 
Ladies Death. Her Departute

Owhat 
will become of the Atheiſtical, 
Prophane , Idolatrous and De- 
bauched Wretches of this Age, 
when the God of Power and 
Jaftice ſhall execute Vengeance 
gporf'them for their Abomi- 
nations ? How ſhall the Blaſ- 
phetnier, the Swearer, the Op- 
preflor', the Covetous;; hos 
TEMA gd. 0 ack 
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Back-biter, the Drunkary, the 
Whoremonger, and every un- 
godly and wicked Man, be a- 
m0 roſtand againit the Flame. 
ing Sword of Gods Jaitice in 
the day of his Wrath, when- 
as he doth rhus check, reprove 
and affit his own Peoplethar 
ſerve him? Whatſocver thz 
finner may*think, yet as ſure 
as he liveth, he will find him- 
ſelf miſerable, when ſoever God 
doth ( as he certainly will ) 
viſit his Iniquities upon him. 
For let him uſe what arts he 
can to ſtop and filence. the 
ery of his Conſcience , yet it 
roweth but the fiercer unger 
its. preſent reſtraifht, and ſhall 
at laſt break out with the more 
dreadful Violence, to Wrack 
and Torment him to all E- 
ternity. The beginning of ſuch 
Tortures many: have in -this

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World : and it pleateth God to 
end them alſo in ſome by a 
true (tlio difficult and painful) 
Repentance. But to others 
they are-an heavier Judgment, 
making them a doleful ſpeQa- 
cle tothe World, and at laſt 
are increaſed tothe torment of 
Devils and damned Spirits, 
which they muſt abide in Hell 
for ever. How miſerable do 
we think was the condirion of 
Cain when he came from mur- 
dering his Brother with the 
moſt viſible marks of Horror 
and Confnſion 'in all the parts 
of his Body ? His Face pale and 
diſtorted, his Eyes rolling and 
unſteady, his Joynts trem- 
bling ; andall this proceeding 
from a Soul filled and agitated 
with dreadful Apprehenſions. 
And ſo he wandereth fromione 
place to another, ' affraid of 
Þ every , 
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, every thing he iceth ; and hot Ga. 414, 


thinking hunſelf 1afe from the '” 


Beaſts of the Field, till God 
had ſet a mark wpon him to 
ſecure him from danger. And 
if theſe were the ſad and juſt 
effects of one murderous Add; 
how can that Man expe@& to 
be bertrer dealt with - BY his 
Conſcience, when it is once a- 
wake, who-it may be hath 
daity kiiled many of his Bre- 


thren, in a Goſpel ſegle , by 


Hatred and ill Language, or 
tyounding rheir Credit and Re- 

utation in the World? And 

ow dreadful do we imagine 
was the ſtate of Judas after his 
- horrible Treachery , when the 
terrors of Conſcience: were ſo 
ſtrong upen him, as to force 


him to ſeek relief in Self-mur- M#-v- 
der , a quick deſcent to Hell? ” 


And ſhall he think to __ 
& a 
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that hath daily betrayed and 
crucified his Saviour by his 
wilful Impieties, and made 
his Wounds to bleed a» freſh? 
He that deſpiſeth or oppreſfeth 
Chriſt in his poor Members, 
that ſcorneth and derideth 
him in his Miniſters , that re. 
ze&erth and undervalueth him 
in the means of Grace where» 
by he is offered, would *for 
the very ſame reaſon have been 
one of his Betrayers and Mur- 
derers , if he had lived a- 
mong'ſt them. Therefore let 
all ſuch be perſwaded , how 
much ſoever their own fancies 
flatter them at preſent, that 
their condition 1s truly miſe- 
rable ; and if they ſuffer not 
Conſcience to deal plainly 


'-_ with them here, and ſeek for

2. Whenl conſider the Self- 
denial of this Young Lady , 
how little care ſhe took either 
for the adorning or refreſhint 
her Body , becauſe ſhe would 
redeem as much time as might 
be for the duties of Religion :

of Perſons. But methinks theſe 
things do much betray an im- 
pure and ſpotted Mind, and 
give a great ſuſpicion of light- 
neſs in thoſe that uſe them. 
But here I will not accuſe 
all of groſs Wantonnels that 
ſometimes wear Spots. But 
methinks they do but ill con» 
ſult ther Credit or Favour with 
others, whilſt they deform 
their Faces with theſe, rather 
than they will retain a more 
vertuous Appearance. And 
certainly if their Children 
ſhould be Born with ſuch Spots 
( as fome have been ) this 


would be accounted an error 
| in 
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in Nature, or rather an affli- 
Aive Providence, wliith would 
little pleaſe them, rho they 
think thoſe artificial ones , 
ſuch Ornaments to themſelves. 

How much of thetr time is - 
alſo caſt away upon their Luſts 
arfd Exceſiſes, or at leaſt, need- 
leſs Retreſhments, whil'it their 
Souls ſtarve fot want of that 
Spiritual Food which muſt e&- 
difie them to Eternal Life , if 
they-ever be ſaved ? Andis not 
a great deal more a!fo waſted 
in needleſs (if not finful ' Re- 
creations ? Such as accurlied 
high Gaming, frothy Plays , 
idle Viſirs, f9c. Thus do moſt 
trifle away their beſt temporal 
Mercy, not conſidering that 
there is account taken daily in 
Heaven of theſe things,andthat 
God who doth it will not be 
mocked , but will at laſt lay

For it 
were better a thouſand times, 
for themſelves as well as 0- 
therp, that ſuch wanted Bread, 
than. be acceſſary, to, the Cor- 
rupting and Debauching of a 
Nation-- 

And it is very ſtrange alſo, 
that a-rational Creature, who 
affeReth ta, be accounted Wiſe, 
and knoweth(if Pride and Selt- 
love doth not blind them) that 
there is _ alittle ſoundknow- 
ledge to be gotteo.in the ſhort 


time alloted us how, ſhould 
waſte 
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waſte any of this time , and 
prejudice his Judgment, by 
reading erroneous or feigned 
Coaceits. lt is truth that every 
wiſe man endeavoureth after ; 
and the more of this we diſ- 
' cover in any Science, we are 
deſervedly eſteemed the more 
Skilful in it. Therefore in 
Divinity nothing ſhould be 
received, but what will bear 
the teſt of that perfe& Rule, 
the Word of God. And to 
avoid prejudices in Hiſtory , 
Romances, Play Books, Sc. 
are to be rejeted ( or at leaſt 
very cauciouſly uſed) becauſe 
if there be any truth in them, 
it is mixed with ſo.many Con- 
ceits and Inventions of the Au- 
thors own Brain , which ( no 
doubt) will prejudice the beſt 
Memory from retaining fo 
clear an account of Ro 
an 
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and uſeful Hiltory: 3" (RS other- 
wiſe it might. And theſe are 
often productive of, worſe ef- 
fects allo : being apt to excite 
and encourage vile Aﬀections, 
and fo'make the: Reader worte 
than he: was before.
